This exhortation equalleth that of Chrilt, 
Repent, for the kingdome of heaxen is at hand : 
that of ſobn the Baptizer, Bring forth fruits 
worthy of repentance : that of Angelicall anc 
Evangelicall E/ay, Ceaſe to doe emill, learne to 
dee well : that of S. James, Waſh your bands you 
ſenners, and purge your hearts you double min. 
ded: that of him, who holdeth ſeuen ſtarres 
in his hand, Repent, and doe thy firſt workes. 
This was the ſumme of all his preaching, 
wholaboured more than all the Apoſtles, 
ewen repentance to Godgand faithin Chriſt. And 
this is a preaching for theſe times. 

Yet ſuch is the diſtempered appetite of 
molt congregations, they cannot abide 
theſe blacke Preachers of repentance. T hey 
would heare of pleaſing things, of lilke to 
the touch,of wine tothe taſte,of peace tothe 
care, of Goſpel], Goſpell, and nothing but 
Goſfpell : as if the patient ſhould preſcribe 
to his Phyſitian, what receits to adminiſter.
